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FEDERAL  MILK  ORDER  MARKET  STATISTICS 


Highlights 
November  1964 


Producer  Deliveries.  A  total  of  149,080  producers  delivered  3.9  billion  pounds  of  milk  to  regulated 
handlers  in  69  comparable  markets  ^/.  This  represents  an  increase  of  2.7  percent  over  producer  deliv¬ 
eries  in  November  1963.  Average  daily  delivery  per  producer  increased  from  796  pounds  in  November  1963 
to  862  pounds  in  November  of  this  year.  Producer  numbers,  producer  deliveries,  average  butterfat  per¬ 
centages,  and  average  daily  deliveries  per  producer  for  individual  markets  are  shown  on  table  3. 

Producer  Deliveries  used  in  Class  I.  The  volume  of  producer  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  in  69  markets 
decreased  1.4  percent  from  last  year,  to  a  total  of  2.5  billion  pounds  for  the  month  of  November  1964. 
Changes  in  sales  from  the  same  month  a  year  ago  are  influenced  by  the  number  of  delivery  days  in  the 
respective  periods.  In  November  1964  there  was  one  less  delivery  day  as  compared  to  November  1963. 

The  average  utilization  percentage  for  November  was  65  percent.  Ten  markets  showed  an  increase  in 
the  utilization  percentage,  six  showed  no  change,  and  the  remaining  53  markets  showed  a  decrease  (see 
table  4) . 

Gross  Class  I  sales,  which  include  total  Class  I  sales,  in-and-out  of  defined  marketing  areas  by  regu¬ 
lated  handlers,  decreased  2.4  percent  in  the  69  markets  for  the  month  of  November. 

Minimum  Prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  paid  by  handlers  in  the  69  markets  for  3.5  percent 
milk  was  $5.11  per  hundredweight,  eight  cents  higher  than  the  $5.03  per  hundredweight  price  in 
November  1963.  Minimum  Class  I  prices  for  November  were  higher  in  64  markets,  unchanged  in  one  market, 
and  lower  in  the  remaining  four  markets. 

Producers  in  the  69  markets  received  a  weighted  average  blend  price  of  $4.51  per  hundredweight  for  3.5 
percent  milk.  This  is  four  cents  higher  than  the  November  1963  blend  price  of  $4.47.  Producers  receiv¬ 
ed  higher  blend  prices  in  44  markets,  the  same  price  in  three  markets,  and  a  lower  price  in  the  remain¬ 
ing  22  markets.  Class  prices,  blend  prices,  and  associated  butterfat  differentials,  by  markets  are  re¬ 
ported  on  table  1. 

Whole  Milk  Sales.  Total  in-area  whole  milk  sales  for  November  1964  in  71  marketing  areas  are  estimated 
to  be  about  1.8  billion  pounds,  3.0  percent  below  such  sales  in  November  of  last  year.  Complete  October 
in-area  sales  data  for  total  fluid  items,  and  for  the  four  major  fluid  product  groupings  (whole  milk, 
skim  milk  items,  mixtures,  and  cream),  are  reported  on  table  6.

Minimum  Prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  for  the  January-November  period  for  the  69  markets 
was  $4.81,  seven  cents  higher  than  the  $4.74  price  in  1963.  The  1964  weighted  average  blend  price  was 
$4.15,  six  cents  higher  than  the  blend  price  of  $4.09  reported  for  this  period  in  1963  (see  table  2). 

Producer  Deliveries  and  Deliveries  used  in  Class  I.  Milk  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  are 
reported  for  individual  markets  on  table  5.  In  the  first  eleven  months  of  this  year,  compared  to  the 
same  period  in  1963,  producer  deliveries  for  the  69  markets  were  up  2.1  percent,  and  deliveries  used  in 
Class  I  were  up  1.8  percent.  Data  for  the  69  markets  and  for  all  markets  are  summarized  below:
